WHO MAKES WAR? 


Referring to the ninth anniversary of 
the founding of the League of Nations, 
Sir George Foster made the sensible and 
timely observation that “All that is need- 
ed to achieve permanent peace is the con- 


tinued support by individual men and | 
women in every nation,”’ Support, that is, 
of the League, the objects for which it 


stands, and the methods by which it seeks 
to attain these. 

Sir George has not made a discovery, 
but he has voiced a fact which does not 
get as much attention as it should get. 
In these days of popular government war 
does not come about by the will of kings, 
nor from the desire of cabinets, nor 
through the initiative of diplomats, nor at 
the bidding of munition-makers, nor 
cause Mars or Providence or the 
goes out of the way to send this plague 
upon mankind, 

War is an outburst of public opinion. 
There cannot be war unless the peoples of 
the countries concerned ‘vill it. Their 
statesmen and ambassadors are only the 
instruments through which their desires 


and sentiments are given expression. The 
owners of their gun factories could get no- 
where with propaganda for butchery if 


the public refused to be propagandized 
In the last analysis it‘is “the man in the 
street’’ who really makes war; sometimes 
because he thinks that is the only way to 
right a wrong, sometimes because he 
thinks it would be profitable to his coun- 
try, and sometimes because he hates the 
people who live on the other side of the 


border-—with or without cause 

It is quite the fashion to blame war 
upon any or every party but the one to 
whom the blame belongs. God, Satan, 


ministers, diplomatic plotters, all come in 
for the accusation in turn. To side-step 
the plain fact in this way is natural 
enough, But it does not make for peace. 
On the contrary, if the notion is to prevail 
that war comes from some source outside 
public opinion and beyond public control, 
what is the use trying to prevent war? |

There's something of morals, there's 
something of manners, there some- 
thing of education, there's something 
of experience, there's something of 
taste and tact, there's something of 
the balance of all of these that goes 
into the making of a gentleman, And 
in the final make-up every nation, 
every period, every social class evolves 
its own brand.

There are at this moment hundreds 
of thousands of citizens who are vio- 
lating the Eighteenth Amendment in 
a gentlemanly way, a& well as other 
violators, who can make no such 
claim. When you don’t need the co- 
ercions of the law you make a gen- 
tleman's agreement, “On your honor 
as a gentleman” still has a meaning 

You can’t always define it, but there 
are certain things that gentlemen 
simply don't do. If you violate that 
unwritten code you are not a criminal, 
just a cad or a bounder, or whatever 
term you prefer as the opposite of 
a gentleman, And the ladies’ code 
follows the same unwritten code 
though differently The etiquette 
books won't help you, nor will “Polite 
Letter Writers.” It must get down 
under the skin and into your natural 
behavior, Gentlemaniiness must. be 
more than a veneer, 

Note that the keynote of it is gen- 
tility, Being genile enters into the 
ideal of social fitness, including men- 
tal fitness, It is well to have it so, 
Without this constant reminder we 
should lapse more frequently than we 
do from the proper behavior of hu- 
man beings. One of the reasons hy 
we behave like human beings is that 
we can develop and maintain such
